Oiler 'persons connected with 
the Milroy project also were 
present. 
Construction work on the sys­ 
tem was started last summer 
and many patrons now are re­ 
ceiving 
soft, 
rust-free water, 
although a l of the hook-ups have 
not yet been completed.. 


The following detailed infor­ 
mation pertaining to Milroy’s 
new water system was supplied 
by Norman Mahan, superinten­ 
dent of the Utilities Corporation 
there. 
After the formation of a non­ 
profit corporation, with a gov­ 
erning body of nine persons, the 
first public contacts and sign up 
agreements were started early 
in 1968. On August 19 of that’ 
year a majority of the signers 
agreed 
to proceed 
with 
test 
wells to determine if sufficient 
water was avail,able. 
By December of 1969 three 
wells had been drilled, two of 
which showed they could pro­ 
vide sufficient water to pro­ 
ceed with the project. 1-ater, it 
was felt that a third well might 
be needed and by May of 1970 
this last one was completed.

Killer, 2 Others Caught 
After Muncie Jail break 


MUNCIE, 
Ind. 
(AP)—Con­ 
victed killer Jay Dull and two 
other inmates of the Delaware 
County 
jail 
faced 
additional 
charges today after an escape 
attempt in which three persons 
were taken as hostages. 
The three prisoners, two of 
them armed, were rounded up 
quickly by police Friday night 
after they fled the Muncie jail 
forcing 
two 
sheriff’s officers 
and a newspaper reporter with 
them at gunpoint. 
Dull, who three times 'was 
scheduled to die in the State 
Prison electric chair, had been 
returned to Muncie for proceed­ 
ings in his request for a new 
trial in the slaying of a Muncie 
taxicab driver 11 years ago. 
With him were Larry Dobbs, 
23, and Waiter Henderson, 17, 
both of Muncie and both held 
on theft charges. 
They took as hostages Sgt. 
Mike Kelso, Capt. Bill Doherty 
and Larry Lough, a 23-year-old 
cub reporter for the Muncie 
Star who was covering the po­ 
lice beat. 
The 
three 
prisoners 
were 
trusties and had virtually 
a 
complete run inside the jail. 
Doherty said one of the three 
broke into the locker where he 
keeps his .38 caliber revolver. 
Kelso said Henderson took his 
revolver. 
The three prisoners and their 
hostages left the jail by a back 
door, but a short distance away 
Kelso 
and 
Doherty 
were 
chained to a fence with their 
own handcuffs.

In Moscow 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon headed for his Mos­ 
cow summit session today voic­ 
ing hope for “some progress” 
in laying foundations for “a 
world of peace.” 
“We are not going to make 
headlines today and solve all 
U.S.-Soviet differences,” Nixon 
told well wishers at a brief de­ 
parture ceremony as he took 
off on the first leg of his jour­ 
ney. 
But, he said, “we do expect 
to make some progress” in im­ 
proving relations between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union 
and 
in establishing 
a 
“better chance for peace to­ 
morrow and in all the years 
ahead.” 
He voiced a goal of “a world 
oi peace, a world of progress 
for all.” 
The President’s first stop will 
be Salzburg, Austria, where he 
was due to arrive tonight. He 
flies 
on to 
Moscow 
Monday 
morning. 
The President .reported Fri­ 
day night at a White: Hou.se re­ 
ception 
an 
agreement 
with 
Communist Party Chief Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev 
that 
the 
talks 
should produce genuine results. 
The chief executive said that 
if remaining bottlenecks can be 
broken 
in 
face-to-face 
talks 
with 
Brezhnev, 
he 
foresees 
summit 
agreements 
in three 
major areas: U.S.-Soviet trade 
relations, cooperation in the ex­ 
ploration of space and, moat 
important, putting a lid on the 
East-West race to acquire more 
and bigger strategic arms. 
Nixon, 
entertaining the 182 
members of the press corps 
making the trip with him, said 
still further avenues for accord 
might be uncovered. 
Nixon said that when Henry 
A. Kissinger, his assistant for 
national security affairs, made 
a then-secret trip to Moscow 
last 
month, 
Brezhnev 
also 
spoke of hopes for summit ac­ 
complishments. 
Both nations have contributed 
to the summit agenda, Nixon 
reported, saying the items in­ 
clude 
“Vietnam 
and 
other 
areas of the world where the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union do sometimes have con­ 
flicting interests.” 
The President’s first overseas 
destination, following an eight- 
hour flight from, nearby An­ 
drews Air F'orce Base, Md., 
was Salzburg, Austria—home of 
the 
world 
renowned summer 
music festival. There, he and 
Mrs. Nixon planned to relax 
and be entertained at lunch 
Sunday by Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreiski. 
Moscow 
will 
be 
Monday’s 
destination. The Nixons will re­ 
turn to the White House June 1, 
following post-Soviet stops in 
Iran and Poland. 
Nixon disclosed that he looks 
forward to delivering “two very 
substantive speeches” while .in. 
Moscow as the only U.S. Presi­ 
dent ever to visit the Soviet 
capital. 
First, he said, Brezhnev will 
say something of importance 
Monday night at an official din­ 
ner honoring the American vis­ 
itors. Nixon, said he expected to 
have 
something important to 
say in response. He did not 
elaborate. 
Then, on May 28, Nixon said 
he will talk “on the Soviet tele­ 
vision and radio network to the 
Soviet people.” 
Although he said his remarks 
will be directed primarily at 
Soviet citizens, he added, “I 
think the people will approve.” 
The President described the 
Moscow summit as having been 
in preparation for about three 
years.

“His course has taken him in 
almost a straight line from New 
York toward Cape Race on the 
southeastern tip of New Found- 
land. He should pass that point 
during early evening, and night 
will see him flying over the At­ 
lantic. 
“From Cape Race he will fol­ 
low the great circle course away 
from steamship lanes, which is 
the shortest route toward Ire­ 
land then over sothern England 
and to' Paris. 
“It started out a damp, foggy 
morning, but was clearing when 
Lindbergh took to the air in his 
silver-colored Ryan monoplane. 
“The youthful pilot, a dark 
horse in the race until a week 
ago, had the field to himself. 
Both his rival planes were land- 
bound, one by imcompleted tests 
and one by quarrels and an in­ 
junction. 
“Lindbergh, 25, former air 
mail pilot and marvel of non­ 
chalant youthfulness, had been 
waiting impatiently for nearly a 
week while bad weather reports 
last night showed conditions at 
sea were relatively safe, despite 
the fog here, he crawled out of 
bed after two hours sleep and 
started fueling his plane.

mains are located on

Seven fire hydrants (Milroy’* 
first) are located on Main Street 
between Walnut Street and the 
highway intersection.

For any house 
not on a water main, cost of ex­

State Board of Health ap­ 
proval of the water was obtained 
before all tests and other work 
were computed, and water be­ 
came available May 1 for mem­ 
bers of the Milroy Utilities Cor­ 
poration —four years after the 
project was started.

From South America, Southeast Asia, 
The Philippines, Canada and various 
parts of the United States there are con­ 
tinuing reports of unusual movings of 
the Holy Spirit upon churches and 
groups. The winds of the Spirit seem, to 
be blowing upon the dry bones of the 
institutional church as well as upon sev­ 
eral nonstructured groups. 
It might well be that history will re­ 
veal the seventies to be the greatest 
decade of revival since the birth of the 
church nearly two thousand years ago. 
The Holy Spirit was poured out at 
Pentecost and the early Christians multi­ 
plied. They began a witnessing program 
that spread westward and did not stop 
until it had shaken the foundations of 
the Roman Empire. But those early 
Christians did not have a history of re­ 
ligious hangups and prejudices to shake 
before the Spirit could fill and cleanse 
and empower their lives. They simphr 
surrendered to Him, allowed the lord­ 
ship of Christ to become real, and they 
struck out to fulfill His orders. 
A new spiritual awakening requires 
a new surrender. Wherever God can find 
believers who will yield completely to 
His Holy Spirit, révival is breaking out. 
And it is happening — among the rich 
and the poor, among the blacks and the 
whites, among the affluent and the de­ 
prived, and in all parts of the world. 
What does God want to do in our com­ 
munity? What does He desire to do in 
our churches and homes? Isn’t it time 
we found out? Let’s begin with a per­ 
sonal prayer revival in our own heart 
and make revival a personal prayer sub­ 
ject.

This week we have been sharing in this 
column some of the exciting reports 
about revival in various parts of the 
world. There is no question but what the 
winds of the Spirit are blowing in most 
unusual ways and places in these times, 
That revival would not bypass any 
church or community should be the pray­ 
er of all Christians everywhere. It seems 
to me that pastors should come together 
from various churches and denomina­ 
tions and begin prayer groups to lay the 
foundation for a spiritual awakening in 
their community. It would seem also that 
laymen would iind It easy to cross de­ 
nominational lines and hold prayer 
breakfasts and spiritual sharing sessions 
to promote community revival. 
This suggestion might sound as though 
revival can be regimented and organized. 
Of course, it cannot. Revival is a work 
of the Holy Spirit, Who is sovereign and 
will move as He will. But we learn from 
the history of spiritual movements that 
He comes upon the hearts of those who 
are hungrily, humbly waiting for HU 
outpouring. 
Prayer is a vital part of preparation 
for revival. Local churches can turn 
their midweek service into prayer and 
fasting sessions. Pastors can challenge 
their members from the pulpit to prepare 
for spiritual awakening. Ministerial or­ 
ganizations and councils can alert lead­ 
ers to united efforts in beseeching God 
for an outpouring of His Spirit. We have 
reached that place in world problems 
where only a divine visitation can save 
us.

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Local involvement-is the key 
to an effective program of traf­ 
fic safety according to Thomas 
D. Coleman. 
As Director of the state de­ 
partment of Traffic Safety and 
Vehicle Inspection, he has tried 
to encourage local people to be­ 
come interested and Involved in 
all phases of the program. He 
said. “We have come a long way 
in traffic safety in this ad­ 
ministration by not dictating 
from a state level. We have 
tried to work with the local com­ 
munities and are trying to get 
traffic safety councils set up in 
all of the counties and the larg­ 
er cities. AU of the federal 
money in the world is not going 
to solve the problems if the peo­ 
ple don't get involved." 
Legislation is not the complete 
answer to our problems. Virgin­ 
ia has mandatory traffic safety 
commissions, and Coleman ob­ 
served “95 per cent are only 
paper organizations which de­ 
feats the purpose.” 
Elkhart was described as one 
of the more effective organiza­ 
tions by Coleman. Faced with 
a high number of fatalities, they 
organized a local traffic safety 
commission whlich started in 
May of 1970. Now. two years 
later, attendance at meetings 
is described as high. Both fatal­ 
ities and the number of acci­ 
dents are down with local in­ 
volvement. Coleman feels no 
progress can be made until pub­ 
lic sympathy, and the courts be­ 
come more concernea with the 
potential victo ms that they are 
with the law violators. 
Some progress In this direc­ 
tion was made with the passage 
of a habitual offender law by 
the last session, reduction of 
permissible, blood, alcohol, con- 
ent to 10, tightening of the ve­ 
hicle inspection standards and 
creation of a driver improve­ 
ment school. 
Cole men said: “With the re­ 
duction of the blood alcohol con­ 
tent, more arrests were made 
for drunken driving in the state 
We need an educational pro­ 
gram and there have been 
several ‘drink-ins’ around the 
state. It lets people know how' 
much it takes to reach .10 and 
'they are ususlly quite surpris­ 
ed.”The Habitual Offender law 
was described as “watered 
down” but a start in the right 
direction. The law' requires two 
convictions for involunarv man­ 
slaughter before the license is 
removed. Coleman, said: “The 
fellow killed only had one 
chance. At least the law is 
now' on. the books and we can 
start strengthening it.” 
Another new' law permits the 
establishment of driver im­ 
provement of traffic schools. 
Any court can establish such a 
school with, the co-operation of 
the state department, or they 
can move in and establish one 
without the help of the local 
community. Anyone involved in 
minor traffic violations can be 
ordered by the judge to attend 


'the 8 to 10' hour course in lieu 
of part of the fine. Some have 
been established, and the de­ 
partment is working with com­ 
munities to establish more. 
In vehicle inspection, the hood 
and door latches are now check­ 
ed, windshields are required, 
fenders cannot have jagged 
edges, bumpers are required 
and must be a standard height, 
and emission control devices 
are checked. Any car which has 
a “Jacked-up” bumper can be 
stopped as an unsafe 'vehicle. 
Coleman said: “I think that we 
are ahead of many states on the 
inspection program and. have 
items in our program today that 
other states don’t have. We are 
one of the first to check the 
emission control devices and 
when standards are established 
we can start checking vehicle 
emissions. Some states pull a 
wheel and check the brake, and 
I think that this is a must for 
the state of indiana.” 
One reason Indiana has not 
turned to brake inspection is due 
to the lack cf qualified mechan­ 
ics, It is possible' for the bear­ 
ings to be mixed up and the 
vehicle will pull in the direction 
the wheel was pulled. Coleman, 
said: “We are going to have to 
get good qualified mechanics in 
our program and are attempt­ 
ing to do this. A written test is 
now- required of all mechanics 
to participate in our program. 
We have annual seminars 
around the state and require 
attendance. Lincoln Tech has a 
three week program to train 
students to take part in the in­ 
spection program. I have been 
in contact with Ivy Tech and 
within the next two months ex­ 
pect to talk to them about set­ 
ting up a similar program.” 
A federal report recently list­ 
ed Indiana’s program as below 
average. Coleman feels it is in 
the high average and that the 
report was unfair. Some legisla­ 
tion will required to bring the 
state into compliance with the 
federal standards. One such law 
would be to classify drivers li­ 
censes with categories for mo­ 
torcycles, cars, light trucks, and 
on through the big rigs. 
Coleman said: ‘‘the Federal 
government wants us to staff 
this office with many experts 
in other departments we use 
and I can’t see duplication."

son. 
An FBI spokesman said Rob­ 
ert Johnson, 22, of Greenwood, 
Ind., has been charged with 
murder in the death of his fa­ 
ther, Robert Lee Johnson, 52, of 
Alexandria, Va. He was held 
without bail in Williamsport, 
Pa. 
Prison officials said the knif­ 
ing occurred in the prison vis­ 
iting room, just 100 feet away 
from the warden’s office. 
As a Pentagon courier in the 
sixties, 
Johnson 
collaborated 
with the Soviet government in a 
scheme which involved embar­ 
rassing the U.S. government by 
baring outdated American de­ 
fense projects. 
The Soviet KGB intelligence 
service 
“disinformation” 
sec­ 
tion obtained the plans from 
Johnson and James Alan Min- 
tkenbaugh, a real estate agent 
from 
Alexandria, 
Va., 
and 
leaked them to the West Ger­ 
man news publications. 
The document that attracted 
the most attention was known 
as “Plan 10-1.” It detailed a 
purported Defense Department 
strategy to drop atom bombs 
on German cities in the event 
of a nuclear war. The Pentagon 


never 
acknowledged 
the 
au­ 
thenticity of the documents. 
Mintkenbaugh 
and 
Johnson 
both pleaded guilty to charges 
of espionage 
and 
conspiracy 
and received identical 25-year 
terms in July, 1965. 
The government claimed dur­ 
ing their trial that Johnson was 
recruited by the Soviets while 
serving with the Army in Ber­ 
lin in 1953. He in turn enlisted 
Mintkenbaugh, who was also an 
Army sergeant at the time. 
The younger Johnson is a vet­ 
eran of the Vietnam War.

Halt Increase 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Gro­ 
cery prices halted their rising 
spiral and dropped two-tenths 
of 1 per cent in April, helping 
to hold over-all living costs to a 
relatively small increase during 
the month, according to the Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics. 
The bureau said Friday that 
the cost of living went up two- 
tenths of a per cent—the same 
rate that grocery costs de­ 
clined. The amount of the rise, 
which pleased the Nixon admin­ 
istration, triggered a cost-of-liv­ 
ing increase worth $165 million 
to retired government workers.
